A correspondent writing to the Foos 
Echo saya :—"'Since the Additional Artiolotofthe 
Chefoa Convention came into force on the letin- 
atant, business if opium has beon ats complate 
standstill ; the native opinm hones cannot as yot 
sea thoir way In resuming their operations. I 
hear from what may be considered 4 good sourca 
that the foraign importers and the native dealers 
in the drug are st loggerheads and that the 
latter have put theix beads togother and hove 
agreed on n plan of action, tho object of 
which is the exaction of somo concessions 
from the importers, and until these are obtained. 
the threat of nob ramming bosiness is held out, 
Reveral meotings have bean held between the 
Opium Guild and the compradores of the foreign 
hongs, and the concessions demanded are (1) that 
the foreign importers shall not dispose of their 
opium otherwise than to the Guild, which bind 
themselves to bay all their opium, taking their 
lest year's total Importaas a criterion of their 
fature importations; (2) that the’ forcign im- 
porters shall on no -account sell their opiam by 
retail; ond (3) that an extension of the 
present 30 days’ credit be conceded.” Ths 
correspondent arguos against the granting of 
the concessions asked, and says:—"It is ma 
nifestly to. the advantage of importers that'tho 
present ‘ring’ should be broken up, in which 
pase scores of moneyed people will come forward 
and do a direct gennine bnsiness with the im- 
porters, Tt iano seorot that the business of 
many of the nitive opium hongs is not of a legi- 
timate character, ond that they make no profit 
ont of their asles of opium. Thay dontrive, 
howover, to make a bit of finansing in bay- 


‘The ready monay they received is then employed 
in other business which might bring them some 
prot. Basinoss on such a basis is hazardous to 
8 degree, and the morchants that refused any 
further oxtonsion of credit simply place thom- 
selves on the safe side. The demands made by 
the Chinese clearly show the critical position in 
which the,now Convention has placed them; it 
is indeed an, impossiblity for them to continue 
with the business utless thay suesood in making 
a monopoly of it to the detriment of a sound ro- 
tail business, which will surely apring wp in 
oonrse of timé.” *

; JUDEMENT. 

His Lordship now delivered judgment ns fol- 
lows :— : . 

‘This is a cause of damage instituted on behalf 
of the owners, master, and crow of the Chinoso 
ston vessd Wan nien-ching against the British 
stoamship Nepaul, a vessel belonging to the P 
&O,8.N. Company, ofabout 1,900 tons registerand 
800 horse powor. ‘The collision cocurred on the 
morning of the 20th January Inet betweon § and 
7 a.m. at a spot in the mouth of the River Yang- 
uae mot ue 8 niles from ae Tungsha light. 
ship, © Nepaul oarryiag the mails, passen- 
gers and cargo from Hongkong to Shanghai, had 
anchored the proveding evening atabout 5 o’elook 
at & spot about 9 miles further ont, aod on 
the morning of the collision, having weighed 
her anchor at or about 5 minates past 6, was 
provesding up the river towards Shanghai. 
The Wan Wien-ching had also anchored om the 
preceding evening atthe spot whero the colli. 
sion osourred, and was still at anohor thoro when 
she wasran intoand sunk by the Nepaul. Formal 
proof having been given by the pl: iffs as to 
their yessel having boen ‘at. anchor in 8 proper 
place at the time of tho collision, with proper 
riding lights burning and o sufficient lookout 
tnnintained, the burden of proof waa admittedly 
cast upon the defendants of showing that the.to- 
aident did-not ocour by their defanit,; and it is 
therefore desirable to consider their case in the 
first instance, Thoy allege in their answer that 
shortly before 6.30 a.m, on the 20th Jaunary, the 
Nepaul, in cbarge of a duly licensed pildt, was

Thoy do 
not think thatthoueon bourdthe Nep.iui wore Juati- 
fied in assaming that the Won Nien-ching was a 
crossing vessel, even after they had: sden her 
lights and masts, for the Wun Nien-ching had 
been a crossing vessel and signalling by whistles, 
sho should havo blown two blasts to indicate that 
sho was doing so, and they add that considering 
the Nepaut had a right-handed sorew, the result 
of reversing tho hele to hard-a-starboard at 
that poriod would -have hen to neutralize the 
action of the helm, and bring about the collision. 
On the othor hand, they say. that tho right 
handed screw going astern would have sasisted 
the port.helm, and thet the Neraul if sho 
had remained under it would probably hava 
Avoided the colkision even had the other vessel 
been, sa she supposed, orcosing her bows.
